David Skobe!l, 12 years old, son of Mr. and 
Mre. Ivan Skobel of 3945 Olive street, a 
choir boy at St. George's Episcopal Church,

by his associates in the choir, the victim 
of a ‘process of “initiation” which consists 
‘im burning a cross on the abdomen. 
Attorney John A. Hyde has been retained 
by the boy’s parents in their investigation 
of the matter. 

The hazing took place on the church lot, 
‘west of the church, at Pendleton avenue 
and Olive street, last Saturday night about 
0-o’tlock, after the rehearsal for the Sun- 
day services. 

Investigation of the affair reveals the fact 
that hazing of this character has been for 
a long time a regular*practice among the 
choir boys of St. George's, each new boy 
being compelled to undergo the ordeal of 
an “initiation” or be ostracized by his as- 
sociates. 

Im other words, he must be branded with 
@ cross or branded as a coward. Most of 
the boys, it appears, have accepted the 
cross. 

There are 18 boys in the choir, but only 
about half of them were engaged in the 
*initiation’’ of David Skobel. 

Among the boys who took part in the 
branding are Frank Breem, 43 Finney 
avehue; Eugene Dougherty, 1216 Benton 
street; Joseph Rose, 1127 Tyler street; Hall 
Mancock, 9968 Evans avenue; Frank Devoi, 
9057 Maffitt avenue; Henry Loeher, 616 
North Garrison avenue, and Frank and 
Paul Allen, 230 South Newstead avenue. 


BOY BADLY BLISTERED. 


George Dreese of 4400 Maryland avenue, 
aged about 16, the oldest boy in the choir, 
is said by Attorney Hyde to be the leader 
of the hazing force, t Dreese was not a 
party to the “initiation” of David Skobel, 
his grandmother happening to call for him 
at the church just before the boys carried 
otu their plans, which was prearranged. 

The Skobel boy, as a result of the hazing, 
has a number of ugly blisters on his ab- 

~ domen, from the belt line to the thighs. He 

was infured otherwise, and his parents say 

that for two or three days he was deliri- 

hight, ” tr t tear of 

boys! He would jump from his bed. 

they say, pick up a dumbbell which was in 
the room, and cry: 

„Don't, boys! You hurt me! 
now!" 

The blisters were made, it ie stated by the 
Skebel boy and admitted by the others, 
with dripped grease from a lighted can- 
die. The boy says that his tormentors, 
after binding his arms and biindfolding 
him, dropped the hot grease upon his ab- 
domen, spat upon the grease and then ap- 
plied the flame of the candle to make the 
«rease burn. 

The attorney believes, however, that the 
flame was not applied to the grease, but 
that the boys dropped the candle, acci- 
dentally, in their enthusiasm,for the in- 
itiation,”’ and this caused the more seri- 
ous blistering. 

David Skobel, lying in bed, told the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday morning the following 
account of the hazing:

’ Baturday night that I was to be initiated 


that night. I was nervous and began to 
ery. After rehearsal was over we all went 
out on the steps of the church, and Prof 
Mori was there with us. Before he left 
the boys said they were going to initiate 
ime, and he heard them. He said to me, 
‘Don’t be afraid, Davy; they won't hurt 
you much.” Then he took the car and 
went home. 


HE WAS BLINDFOLDED. 

“The boys tied my arms and blindfolded 
me. They made me step up aad down the 
terrace, telling me I was going up hill When 
I was ging the other way, and I fell. 

“Then they took me around behind the 
church on the west side. One of the boys 
in. “Whes got a nickel: Someone took 
ut a nicked and Joe Rose and Eugene 
Deugherty went to a grocery stare and 
bought three candies. I think it was one of 
the Allen boys got some matches. 

“The boys threw me down and removed 
part of my clothes. They burned me with 
the grease, spit on the places and touched 
the fame to them. I cried. and, after 
Awhile, they let up and untied me. I was 
eo badly burt that I could hardly walk 
Dome I got home about 11 o'clock.”’ 

The boy parents say that when he ar- 
rived home he was terribly frightened and 
apparentiy in great pain. They did not call 
fm a physician, Mrs. Skobel herself being 
A Skok in medicine.

TRIED TO SHIFT BLAME. 

“Later in the day,“ said Attorney Hyde, 
“I gathered up the boys who were con- 
cerned in the affair and took them, with 
Prof. Mori, to see David Skobel. The other 
boys tried to lay the blame for the burning 
on the Allen lads, but I found by investiga- 
tion that Frank Allen, who is 12 years old, 
remonstrated when he saw that the thing 
was going too far and called his brother 
Paul, 10 years old, away. The Allen boys 
left the spot before the worst part of the 
work was done. 

“From Skobel's story and what the others 
have admitted [ learn that at a certain 
part of the ees > one of the boys, 
whose name 1 have, called out, ‘Now make 
the cross,’ and little Paul Allen was told 
to hold the victim's feet. But Frank Allen 
then called his brother away. 

Eugene Dougherty and Joe Rose bought 
the candles at a grocery store at Boyle 
avenue and Olive street. The boy, 
George Dreese, I understand, was the lead- 
er of the hazers and had planned the affair. 
but after his grandmother took him home, 
the leadership was assumed by Frank 
Breem, who removed the boy's clothes 80 
that the cross could be made. Breem also 
neld the candle. The boy handling the 
lighted candle appears to ve dropped it 
on Skobel's body.” 

Mrs. Brady, mother of the two Allen 
boys, was seen at her home Saturday 
morning. She remarked that Prof. Mori 
had been to see her and had cautioned her 
not to talk to newspaper men under any 
circumstances. 

Mrs. Brady said that her two boys had 
frankly admitted the part they took in the 
affair, saying that * ys not hurt Skobel 
and had no intention to do go. 


WAS COMMON PRAOTICE.

“I found that Paul had been initiated by 
putting a similar mark on his abdomen. 
Neither of the boys suffered any ill effects 
from the branding. 

“Frank said that all the boys had to be 
initiated, and if they cried it showed that 
they were cowards. It was a sign of man- 
Iiness in the choir if a boy could submit 
to the burning without whimpering.”’ 

Mrs. Brady said she did not believe anv 
of the boys were old enough to appreciate 
the fact that the burning might result seri- 
ously Thev appeared, she said, to be imi- 
tating the West Pointers and the collegiates 
whocshaze students. Until a choir boy was

In Mrs. Brady’s opinion, gained from 
what her boys told her, the larger boys in 
the choir are leaders in the ‘“‘initiation’’ 
process.

English Ambassador to United 
States Expires Sudden r 


BUT DOCTORS THOUGHT THERE 
WAS NO IMMEDIATE DANGER. 


Represented His Country at Washing- 
ton Thirteen Years, During Which 
He Won the Confidence of 
His Government. 


LORD PAUNCEFOTE. « 


WASHINGTON, May 2%4.—Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador to the United 
States, died at the embassy this morning 
at 6:4 o'clock. 

The improvement which had been noted 
in his condition during fhe past week re- 
ceived a sudden check about 6 o'clock last 
evening, when it was noticed that he was 
experiencing difficulty in breathing. 

Dr. Jung; his physician, was immediately 
sent for, and he decided on a consultation 
with a local physician, in the meantime 
telegraphing for Dr. Osler of Baltimore. 
In his stead came Dr. Thayer of Johns 
Hopkins. University. Arriving about 2 
o'clock this morning. 

The patient's pulse was still good, and, 
when Dr. Thayer left the embassy at 3 
o'clock for Baltimore, the ambassador 
was resting so comfortably that a cablie- 
gram was sent to his son-in-law, Mr. Brom- 
ley, in London, that there was no immedi- 
ate danger. 


Soon after 3 o'clock a distinct weakness 
of the heart developed and the pulse began 
t collapse. 

Lord Pauncefote died so peacefully that It 
surpriséd even his physician, wh» feared 
that the asthmatic affection would prove 
troublesome when the end came. 

At the bedside when the  disti ished 
diplomat passed away were Mrs. Paunce- 
fote, the Hon. Maude Pauncefote, Mies 
Sibyl and Miss Audrey Pauncefcte, Dr. 
Jung and Mr. Radford, one of the clerks at- 
toched to the embassy. 

No arrangements have been made for the 
funeral.

Jonh C. Jhonson. a Dane. aged 4 years, 
who * been in St. Louis only three days, 


committed suicide early Saturday morning 
by hanging himself in a rooming house he 
had rented at 616 North Leonard avenue. 

His friend and companion, Lars Hansen, 
also a native of Denmark, discovered his 
dead body at 6 o'clock suspended by a rope 
fastened to the railing of the staircase lead- 
ing from the second to the third: floor. 

Johnson gave Hansen no intimation that 
he intended to kill himself and left no note 
explaining his reason for desiring to dle. 
He was agitated Friday over a business 
matter, but Hansen does not think he could 
have worried over it sufficiently to wish to 
end his existence. 

Hansen's theory is that Johnson brooded 
over his desertion April 1 by his young and 
pretty wife, who was only 19 when he mar- 
ried her two years ago in Philadelphia. 

The business matter that agitated Johnson 
Friday was the action of the persons whom 
he succeeded in the tenancy of 616 Leonard 
avenue in removing certain sheets, pillow 
cases and bed clothing which he understood 


to be included in his bill of sale.

The governor of Martinique has cabled his government at Paris 
Sdvising sgainst the evacuation of the island, either partial or 
total. The council, he says, is “unanimous in declaring. that 
suth a moasure is not justifiable at present.“ 

However that may be, late reports indicate a continuation of 
Volcanic activity and panic terror prevails among the inhab- 
itants. The entire Caribbean region is involved and the de- 
struction of Martinique is predicted by geologists. 

In view of the awful fate of St. Pierre and the imminent peril 
threatening the rest of the island, would it not be wise and hu- 
Mane to carry the people to Porto Rico? Our government has 
aiready borne the heaviest burden of relief and is most active 
im rescue work. Cannot France and the United States furnish 
transports immediately to remove every man, woman and child 
from the place of death?

THE INSURANCE CRISIS. 


It seems to he agreed among the local business men and insur- 
ance experts that the crisis in the insurance situation in St. 
Louls is due to two causes—hostile legislation and excessive fire 
losses. 

These two causes are not In any way connected. They work 
separately. A distinct remedy must be applied to each. 

The question of dealing with excessive fire losses is purely 
local, It relates to the personnel and equipment of the fire de- 
partment, the methods of building and fire inspection. 

There ought to be a searching inquiry into all of these matters. 
The fire departmen* should be brought to a high state of effi- 
clency. The building ordinances should be strictly enforced and 
all buildings subjected to effective inspection. 8 

This is work for the municipa] administration and it should 
be attended to at once. : 

The state legislature must take up the question of insurance 
legislation. The law should be fair, ggnsidering all the conditions 
of the insurance bysiness. Laws that drive insurance companies 
out of the state, or that make it difficult for them to do business 
in the state, strike not only at the insurance companies, but at 
all citizons of the state. The law should be equitable and fairly 
administered. 

But our municipal administration should go to work to reduce 
fire losses. Let us have the best possible protection from fires.

GOVERNMENT MONOPOLIES. 


Russia started in trade at the close of 
the Crimean war. Money was scarce, so the 
government, noticing that people were mak- 
ing a lot of money by selling the old iron 
picked up on the battlefields and in Sebas- 
topol, decided to act as auctioneer. Officials 
were appointed as mediums between the 
venders and purchasers, and. for their ser- 
vices in this capacity exacted 12 cents from 
both parties on every hundredweight of 
metal sold. This brought Russia $75,000 by 
the time all the old iron was bought up. 

Spain goes in for trade whenever her 
finances want attending to. Two years 
prior to the outbreak of the war with 
America she decided to turn an honest 
penny by linen and plate marking. Ac- 
cordingly an act was passed making it com- 
pulsory for everybody whose income ex- 


ceeded a certain sum to have their linen 
and plate properly marked, with an alter- 
native of a $100 fine for breaking the law. 
The government did all the marking and 
earned $7,500,000 before 
pealed a year later. 

Eighteen months pasend and then Spain 
decided to take up bookbinding. The gov- 
ernment made it imperative for all new 
books to be bound by the state, and super- 
vised every bookbinding business in the 
country. Another law cumpelled the owners 
of all mules born within a certain period 
to take the animals to government offictais 
for branding at a charge of $1 a head, and 
these two businesses brought versatile 
Spain in several millions. 

Italy and France have both made a good 
thing out of their businesses as the nation- 
al tobacconists. Italy pockets a profit of 
40.000, 00 a year in this manner and France 
75,000,000, with an additional million from 
the sale of matches. 

The Italian government also clears 38. 
000,000 a year by the state lotteries, retains 
a monopoly of all the flags used in the 
country, and makes a handsome profit by 
the sale of snow from her mountains, which 
is brought down in baskets by night and 
sold for refriegrating purposes. 

Greece has tried many ways of making 
money of late, but none of them is very 
successful. The government makes and 
sells all of the playing cards used in the 
country, and also retalls a Üttle bronze 
badge which finds a ready sale at 25 cents 
as the national emblem. These two mo- 
nopolies produce $2,500,000 a year.

revenue of $750,000 per annum. 

It is rather surprising that Austria should 
choose the ' uncongenial occupation of 
sweeping chimneys in order to raise the 
lacking millions, but such is the case.
